Ne of the firſt and moſt talkt-of Tryals 
at this Scfhtons, was for {uch an abo- 
minable Crime, attended with ſuch o- 

" _ dious Circumſtances, as 'tis thought 

ſcarce any ſtory can parallel it, eſpecially ta this 
our more Modeſt and Chaſter Climate, hitherto 

a ſtranger to ſuch unnatural wickedne(s;3 and we 

hope the Juſtice executed on this wretched Cri- 

minal will deter all others from any the like de- 
teſtable Inclination for the future. 

A married woman, lately liviag without Crip- 
plegate, that appeared to be between thirty and 
forty years of age, was arraigned, for that ſhe 
- having not the fear of God before her eyes, nor 
regatding theorder of Natute, on the 23 of Jaxe 
laſt, to the diſgraceof all womenkinde, did com- 
mit Buggery with a certaia Mungril Dog, and 
wickedly , deviliſhly, and againſt Nature, had 
Venerial and: Carnal Copulation with him, &*c. 
It was proved that the Priſoner was a perſon of 
, alewd Converſation, and lodging in a Roominto 
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which there were "DP. holes to look in at from 
the next houſe, they had often ſeen her in the ve- 
ry 4s; of Uncleanneſs with Rogues. that follow 
her 3 but one day oneof the witneſſes (a young 
| weman) happening to caſt her eye in, faw her 
uſe ſuch bealtly ations with a Dog as are not 
fit hete tobe recited ; at which being amazed; 
ſhe call'd up another woman, and after that a 
man, whoall ſaw her ſeve;altimes pradtiſing this 
beaſtlineſs,and fully evidenc'd the ſame ia Court, 
where the Dog was likewiſe brought, and being 
ſet on the Bar before the Priſones, owned her by 
wagging his tail, and making motions as it were 
to kiſs hers which 'twas ſworn ſhe did do hep 
ſhe made that horrid uſe of him. For her ſelf 
ſhe had nothing to ſay, but denying the fac, 
alleadged it was Malice in the Witneſſes; which 
her Husband, who appeared 1a her behalf, like- 
wiſe ſuggeſted 3 but could. not make out any 
Quarrel or cccaſion of any.ſuch Malice in the 
leaſt : whereupon, after full conſideration of all. 
Circumſtances, ſhe was brought in guilty. ; 
Yet cannot the Bearded Sex,though pretending 
to a. ſtronger reaſon, juſtly on this unhappy Pre- 
ſident, upbraid the weaker Yeſſels, or tax them. 

with this diſhonour :. For the very next Arraiga= | 
ment was a fellow for Buggery of a Mare. The 

Evidence againſt him teſtified that they ſaw him. 

in the fie}ds beyond Shoreditch, on Sunday the 

17 of June, amongſt the Brick kilas drive a white 

R Mare to a ſmall heap of Bricks which he had laid. 
; together, and there uſe moſt. unnatural and brai- 
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tiſh as ton id. z and afterthat to 
another bay Mare : but being neer Threeſcore 
yards diſtant, they could not make that direct 
and poſitive proof whichthe Law exaQs ; ſo that 
he was acquitted. on that Inditment. At the 
Bar he behaved himſelf as one inſenſible, ſcarce 
| ſpeaking a word for himſelf, ſave onely that he 
did no harms He confcliled he lately came from 
Cranbrook in Kent , where he had a Wife and 
three Children, to ſeek Cas he ſaid) for work,and 
withia three or four days after his coming up, 
_ was apprehended in this beaſtly aCtion. oo” 

The laſt Seſſions an antient man, keeping a 
Vicualling-houſe by Weſtminſter, was arraigned 
for ſtealing a black Mare 3 the Caſe was ſome- 
what ſtrange ; Oa the 9th of May laſt, between 
4 and-5 in the Morning, a perſon leading this 
Mare, ties her to the Pales of this houſe, and 
goes in to drink, and after one Por, goes away, 
pretending to come again preſently ;. the Mare 
ſtood there till four a Glock in the Afternoon : 
then the Vittualler takes care of her, gets her 
Cryed, puts her to Graſs, and. ſhortly. after is 
taken on her back by the Owaer, who thereup- 
on Indicted him laſt Seflions: Two mea who 
ſaw the perſon that brought her thither, attea- 
divg. then. to give Evidence on behalt of the 
Vicualler, hapned to ſee and ſeize one ia the 
Sefſions-houſe-yard (between. the time of his 
Arraigament and Tryal ) whom. they ſaid was 
the man that brought the Mare; whereupon the. 
Court being ready to. break up, the Victualler's .

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 Tryal was put cff, nd an p?rſon taken Into 
' Cuſtody. The Witneſſes now ſpoke home that 
he was the man 3 but he abſolutely denied it, 
endeavouring to prove where he was that Night 
and ſeveral people of faſhion atteſting his for. 
mer god Converſation, Credit, and ſome E. 
' ſtate 3 and it not being improbable but the 
' Witneſſes might miſtake one they never ſaiv but 
once, and then onely tranfently , without any 
occaſion to take particular notice of him, the 
Jury thought fit to bring him In Not Guilty, as 
likewiſe they d:d the ſaid Victuallerz and fo 
(according to the Proverb) The man bas bis Mare 
again, and all is well. Sy 

A Carman, who unhappily run his Carr over a 
Childe in B»ſb-lane, was indicted for Murder ; 
bur it appearing to be by the Childe*'s accidental 
falling from a beach juſt as he way paſſing; with- 
out his ſeeiog of ic, or 20y default in him, he 
was acquitted. | - : 
' A young wench- was Convitted for ſtealing 
four ſmall Gold plates off a Silver-ſmiths, ſtall, 
whereof one was taken upon her. 

A boy not above Eleven years old being ſent 
by .a Gentleman in his Maſters houſe up ſtairs to 
fetch a-pair of Piſtols, not ſuſpetingthemtobe 
Icaded, and thinking to frighten the ſervant- 
maid, with flaſhing a little powder which was 
inthe pan, diſcharged it, and thereby unhappily 
killed her, for which he was brought in Guilty 

of Manſlaughter. 
A Fellow being indifted for ſtealing a piece 
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of Cloth out of a ſhop fa Cheapfide, one of the: 
Witneſſes wasa Porter, who could not dire@ly 
prove the Felony 3 the other that could have . 
done it, was a young man who out of a fooliſh 
Bigotry refuſed to take an Oath « and after the 
Court had long endeavoured from Seripture and _ 
Reaſon to anſwer all his erronious ſcruples, find- 
iog him ſtill obſtinate , committed him'to the 
Bail-Dock to be proceeded againſt and fined ac- 
cording to the Statute in thateaſeprovided:; And 
ht: Maſter, who was bound to proſecute, being _ 
ſent for, he affronting the Court'by putting on: | 
- his Hat and thelike tnſolent Carriage, was com- 
mitted to' keep his;man company till he ſhould ' 
fiade ſureties for his-Good behaviour 3 but in 
the mcan time the Felon eſcaped, and wiſhes all 
the Town of this ſilly Religion. Fol 
An old-notorious Offender indicted for brea- 
king a. houſe and ſtealing a flitch- of Bacon and: 
other things, for want of exact proof eſcaped: ' 
thereupon 3 but it appeared:he was lately tran- 
ſported ona Conditional Pardon, and had come 
over within the time to praftiſe his Rogueries a- 
freſh,whereby his life was legally forfeited, © 
An apprentice was indicted for ſtealing 8 /. 
from his Maſter 3 but it appearing that ſatisfa- 
(ion bad been already accepted, and that the: 
ſum imbeziiled was far leſs, he was brought ia: 
onely guilty to the value of 10 d. .. 
A young man that occaſioned the death of a: 
man neer Fow Church in Ebeapſide, in laſt Whit- 
ſon-holy-days,tooka tryal for:the ſame, A wo- 
| | Mall: 
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min that vas in cor pany'wkh the perſon killd, 
ſwore that the Priſo::ergave the firſt affront, by 
puſhing by tke other as they met 3 by” three 0- 
theres witrcefled,tiat che deceaſed iliit quarrelled 
with and beat the Priſoner, and being like to 
choak him with pulling his Cravat, after ſeveral 
inircatics to be quict ,- the Priſoner drew his 
ſword , and without making any Paſs, as they 
were {trugglipg together, the man uahapplly re- 
ceived 2 mortal wound 3 which was brought in 
Manſlaughter”, and the Priſoner burnd in the 
hand for the ſame. 

T here ſucceeded a lang and remarkable tryal 
of a young Girl for murdering her own Mother 
by poyſon. The Proſecution was - grounded 
wholly upon her own voluntary Conicſſton, and 
. ſeveral worthy perſons proved'that_ ſhe had ac- 
knowledged it to them 3 and alſo that ſhe four 
ſeveral times had endeavoured to poyſona Lady 
with whom ſhe hved, though through mercy ſhe 
had recovered and was in health again : but that 
not immediately concerizing,the preſent Caſe, and 
the Girl denying the poiſoning of her mother 
now at the Bar,as likewiſe for that it did not ap- 
pear that her mother was at ail poiſoned , or 
any ſuſpition raiſed thereof, ſhe was brought in 
not Guilty. 

There were in all Ten burnt in the hand this S:-ſſions. Two 
men and Five women (amongſt whom that Monſter who pro- 
ftituted her (eIf to a Dog , the reſt old Incorrigib'© Thieves) 
received {:ntence of Dcath ; and Three for petty crumes- orde- 


rd to be Whipt.
